Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited references teaches or fairly suggests a reflector having the structure defined in 
claim 1. The Nakayama's reflector comprising a supporting body which has a base 
having a surface and a plurality of projections having a sloping surface sloping with 
respect to the surface of the base, and a reflection sheet disposed on the supporting 
body; however, Nakayama fails to disclose a sloping section of the reflection sheet is 
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separated from the other section and the peripheral section of the projection (claim 1, 
last three lines) as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Claims 2-5 are dependent claims and thus allowable at least for the same 
reasons.
